Following his playing career, Proudfoot has coached 
many youth teams in his hometown of Point Claire as well as football teams at Lower Canada 
College and Junior Alouettes. He was an Assistant Coach for the Concordia Stingers for four years 
including 1998 when the Stingers played in the Vanier Cup.

The Academic Centre for Excellence (ACE) is a program designed to help 
student-athletes develop into prepared individuals who can excel in today’s 
competitive environment. ACE’s goal is to ensure our athletes graduate from 
Concordia as confident students who are connected to the community and well 
prepared for the challenges they will face throughout their lives. The dynamics of 
the employment market in today’s global economy have changed to such where 
a university degree is often no longer enough. By incorporating the following 
three key programs, ACE strives to be a model in academic preparation, personal 
development and career placement. 


The Academic Support Program tracks the progress of student-athletes, from 
the admissions stage through graduation. It provides an environment for skill 
development and learning, and helps each student-athlete develop an individual 
success strategy. The ultimate goal of this program is graduation and a great 
emphasis is placed on first-year students. 


The Personal Development Program helps student-athletes develop into 
well-rounded, articulate and knowledgeable individuals through a series of 
seminars and workshops. University professionals as well as local and national 
experts provide on-campus support and aid in skill development. Through 
outreach programs and volunteering student-athletes learn the importance of 
public service and have the opportunity to make a positive contribution to the 
Montreal and Quebec community. 


The Career Development Program prepares student-athletes for a successful 
entry into careers of their choice. A strategic plan for success is developed with 
the student-athletes by examining results from interest and ability testing. 
Workshops and seminars help student-athletes develop the skills necessary to 
conduct a successful job search. 


Services and Program Goals 


+ The ACE program assists all first-year student- 


athletes in the development of the academic 
skills required to be successful at university. 


The goal of the program is to promote academic 
excellence and personal development while 
maintaining student-athlete eligibility. Student- 
athletes are encouraged to select academic 
programs that are consistent with their abilities, 
interests and career aspirations. Through 
counselling, workshops, and seminars ACE 
helps student-athletes develop a personal vision 
and success strategy for life. 


ACE carefully tracks the academic programs 
and performance of all student-athletes at 
Concordia University. Through constant review, 
the academic strengths and weaknesses of each 
student-athlete are monitored, and_ special 
programs can be developed to enhance their 
academic goals. 


The program serves as a resource for all student- 
athletes and enables each individual to obtain 
out-of-class academic support in the form of 
group or individual tutoring, supplemental 
instruction, academic mentoring and_ skill 
development workshops and seminars. 


All student-athletes considered ‘at risk’ are 
provided with a personal strategy that includes 
mandatory study-hall, tutoring and _ class 
attendance. Each ‘at risk’ student-athlete will also 
be assigned an academic mentor/advisor who 
will help them develop the skills and confidence 
to be academically successful. 


The program is integral to each student-athlete’s 
academic life. ACE is flexible and offers academic 
support activities at times when it is possible for 
student-athletes to attend. 


ACE helps all student-athletes make a smooth 
transition from university to the workplace 
by providing a pro-active career development 
program. The program also provides counselling 
and guidance to those student-athletes interested 
in pursuing admission to post-graduate study 
early in their academic careers.

The 2009 season was impressive not because of the final scores, 
but the number of records broken along the way to the playoffs. 


The season didn’t open strongly for the Stingers, losing their first 
four games, but despite a few setbacks such as season ending injuries 
and replacing seven graduated players, the on-field statistics told a 
much brighter story. 


Rob Mackay made an impression when he returned at quarterback 
after two years on the sidelines with injuries. With 2739 yards 
passed for the season, Mackay broke the QUFL passing record and 
owns all Concordia passing records, including most touchdowns 
in a season with 18, and the single game passing record with 494 
yards. 


Concordia’s single-season _ receiving 
record was broken by two Stingers: 
slotback Cory Watson with a total 
of 52 receptions for 821 yards 
and Liam Mahoney who closed 
his first season at receiver with 45 
receptions for 619 yards.

We also celebrated Concordia’s fourth President’s trophy with 
middle linebacker Cory Greenwood who was also named CIS first 
team all-Canadian. Teammates Cory Watson and Kristian Matte 
were also honored as CIS second team all-Canadian. All three 
were joined by Rob Mackay as QUFL all-stars. 


The biggest news was at the CFL Draft when '09 Stingers Cory 
Greenwood, Kristian Matte, and Cory Watson were all selected 
as draft picks. Greenwood was picked third overall as the Toronto 
Argonauts’ first choice but the linebacker chose to sign with the 
NFLs Kansas City Chiefs making him the seventh Stinger to sign 
in the NFL. Offensive linesman Kristian Matte signed with the 
Huston Texans as a free agent but is now on the roster with the 
Montreal Alouettes who picked him up as their first round 
pick, seventh overall. Cory Watson started with the

Coaching Staff. Warren Craney has left to take over as Head Coach at York University. I 
would like to thank Warren for his contribution to Concordia and to wish him the best of 
luck with his new team. Brad Collinson has also left Concordia to pursue interests outside of 
the coaching milieu. I would like to thank Brad for his longstanding contribution as a player 
and coach and I wish him the best of luck with his new endeavours. 


I am proud to announce some outstanding additions to the 2010 Stinger Staff. I am 
honoured to report that former Montreal Alouette, Bryan Chiu, has joined our staff on a 
full time basis. The future Hall-of-Famer will coach the offensive line and assume the role of 
assistant offensive coordinator.
